the markets of the world. Inspired by Britain's 
example, other nations repudiated the gold stan- 


dard. Yet no obliterating havoc has overtaken 
them. Their economic recovery has been has- 
tened by this act of financial sanity. 


American bankers are wasting their efforts 
in seeking a return to the gold standard, There 
no hope that Britain would even remotely 
consider such a return, while most of the gold 
reserves of the world aie in the vaults of Uncle 
Sam. It would be inviting her to forfeit her fin- 
ancial supremacy in order to impose artificial 
restriction on the output of currency. 

If the American bankers wish to win the 
admiration of mankind, they can do so more ef- 
fectively by urging United States to lower her 
tariff walls and permit the free flow of trade 
to and fro. Such a cause would be big with 
hope. If personal profit is the hidden motive 
behind the desire for a return to the gold stan- 
dard, they would achieve their end. It would 
not be by limiting trade and starving workers, 
but by freeing trade ard enabling workers to 
find ready employment at fair wages

The article on Alberta is captioned “Utopia 
Evades Alberta”. Mr. Cartwright, who is a 
former editor of Canadian Forum and a staff 
writer for Current History, doesn’t show any 
enthusiasm for the Alberta system. His fig- 
ures appear accurate, but his conclusions are 
materialistic in the extreme. He describes the 
campaign of August, 1935, as a campaign of 
religious fervour with the key message of the 
Leader, “Come unto me, all ye that labor and 
are heavy laden, and I will give you $25 a 
month”. That has an impious sound. 

Where many Albertans will quarrel with Mr. 
Cartwright is in his description of our premier 
as “unprepossessing, even uncouth in his phy- 
sical appearance” and his platform credo as 
“a cross between William Jennings Bryan and 
Aimee Semple McPherson.” 

Handsome is as handsome does. It would 
be more accurate to describe our premier to the 
readers of Current History as a modern Santa 
Claus. 

The chaps who were liquidating their Pros- 
perity Certificates in two Edmonton hotels last 
Saturday on a basis of six beers for a $1 cer- 
tificate, certainly did not regard the inventor 
of the Prosperity Certificates as anything but 
a man of benign impulse. 

Exchange of Prosperity’ Certificates in beer 
parlors draws attention to the question whether 
breweries will be entitled to claim redemption 
as wholesalers. 

The government liquor stores are strictly 
retail. Hence the refusal of the government to 
exchange Prosperity Certificates for goods from 
the government stores. The breweries do not 
retail trade. Will they have a valid claim to be 
considered as wholesalers, and be entitled to the 
privilege of redeeming all Certificates received 
in the way of trade.

There is an art in dealing with Indians, says 
Neil. “You must never fraternize with them, 
or lower your conduct,” he says 

Indians entering the Walker stores have to 
remove their caps. There must be no drinking 
or familiarity with them. The white trader must 
keep his position, honor his word and deal 
fairly with them. They show no emotion, but 
they talk among themselves. Neil has Indians 
who come over 200 miles to trade with him 

On Christmas Eve night hundreds of them 
assemble round the store. A supper is provided 
for them. The radio is tuned in for the Christ- 
mas night services. Shortly before twelve, be- 
fore the music of the Christmas Mass comes 
over the ether, Neil bids them all kneel. After 
the Mass is ended each Indian is told that he 
can go into the store and take any article he 
wants as a Christmas gift 

“I should have thought your store would be 
pillaged. It would be in any civilized city,” I

“No, they never abuse the offer. Each takes 
the gift he wants and quietly leaves,” says

*ROAST BEEF: Sclect a roast with as little 
fat as possible, wipe with a clean damp cloth 
and place skin side down in a pan rubbed with 
a little vegetable oil. Never add water. Sear 
for 10 minutes in a very hot oven, 500 degrees 
Fahr., and then reduce the heat to 350 degrees 
Fahr. for the remainder of the cooking time, 
which varies with different meats. Beef is cook- 
ed 30 minutes for each pound, mutton 20 min- 
utes, and pork 30 minutes. Baste as necessary 
with its own juice. When about half done, turn 
the skin side uppermost for a fine browning. 
Carrots may be placed around the meat about 
30 minutes before removing from the oven and 
served on the platter with the roast. 

Note: The term baking is generally used for 
meats that are cooked ‘until almost tender by 
steaming or boiling and then browned in the 
oven, as baked ham. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWER: 

WUESTION: Rosalie N “How about 
pretzels—are they fattening? I am very fond of 
them with beer and would like to know if there 
is any connection between eating the pretzels 
and my gain in weight.’ 

ANSWER: Pretzels contain a large amount 
of starch, part of which is dextrinized in the 
baking process. Whether they would prove 
fattening depends to a large extent upon how 
many of them you take at one time, or during 
the day. If you used pretzels in any consider- 
able amount, they would aid you to put on 
weight—if you use only one or two occasionally 
they would not affect the weight to any ap- 
preciable extent. It is well known that beer has 
a tendency to cause some people to gain and 
there is a possibility that the beer you are 
drinking is thegcause of the gain. However, this 
would also depend upon the amount taken,
